SPEED DEMONS 

Couple appeal for witnesses after being knocked flying by drivers

A couple knocked flying and hospi¬ 
talised in a hit-and-run crash have 
appealed for witnesses to help catch 
the drivers. 

Chris and Caroline Rudder, of the 


Farthings, were walking home after 
dinner at Kingston’s Riverside 
when two speeding cars cut through 
the forecourt of the Shell garage in 
London Road. 

One mounted the pavement, slam¬ 
ming into the pair before racing 
away. 

Mr Rudder, 34, said: “We were on 
the way home. We had been out for 
a quiet meal. 


“One car came through the fore¬ 
court of the petrol station at high 
speed. Seconds later there was a 
thud and I went flying through the 
air. 

“My wife was thrown into a brick 
wall. I can’t tell if it was a couple of 
seconds or a couple of minutes. I 
stood up and went to find my wife.” 

Mrs Rudder, 36, who works for 
Imperial Tobacco, was due at a 
fracture clinic as the Kingston 
Guardian went to 


press because of injuries to her 
foot. 

City worker Mr Rudder said he 
was badly bruised with a swollen 
shoulder after the crash, which 
happened at about 10pm on Satur¬ 
day. 

At the time, paramedics feared he 
had sustained pelvic injuries. 

Mr Rudder said: “They took all 
the precautions and strapped me 
in.” 

Chief Inspector Richard Dean, 
from Kingston police, said: 



“Thankfully the victims of this ac¬ 
cident did not suffer serious in¬ 
juries, but this was purely due to 
good fortune and the consequences 
could have been much worse. 

“We ask you to contact police if 
you witnessed this incident, saw 
the events leading up to it, or have 
any information about the driver 
or the vehicle.” 

Police want to speak to the driver 
of a white, new-style Vauxhall 
Corsa. Anyone with information 
should call Kingston police on 101.

Cop hid in back of taxi 
to snare bank ‘fraudster 1

A detective nabbed an alleged 
courier fraudster by hiding in 
the back of a cab, whose inno¬ 
cent driver was set to meet the 
man in central London. 

Last year a woman received 
a series of phone calls, appar¬ 
ently from police, informing 
her someone had been arrest¬ 
ed for using her bank details. 


Asked to ring the number on 
the back of her card, the lady 
did so, and a fraud officer 
asked her to withdraw 
£5,000 from her account to 
help the investigation - and 
then to hand over the cash to a 
courier. 

But Detective Sergeant Tony 
Skinner at Kingston CID also 
got a call - the elderly lady had 
cottoned on to the scam and 
phoned 101. 

He sent Detective Constable 
Paul Lawlor over to the 


woman’s house, where he ar¬ 
rived before the courier. The 
driver turned out to be an in¬ 
nocent cabbie who thought he 
was on an ordinary job. 

Thinking quickly, D Con 
Lawlor hid in the back of the 
taxi and told the cabbie to 
head into central London, 
where he had been told to 
meet his client. 

Lawlor also told the driver 
what to do if he was phoned 
again by the contact. 

The cab eventually pulled 


up, and D Con Lawlor jumped 
out and chased a man who had 
approached - catching up with 
him and making an arrest. 

The two officers have been 
commended for their “quick 
thinking and professional¬ 
ism” in reacting to the resi¬ 
dent’s call. 

A man has been charged 
with conspiracy to commit 
fraud by false representation.

Detective Constable Nicola 
Stopps was instrumental in 
bringing to justice a man who 
had thousands of pounds- 
worth of stolen tech goods, 
including cameras, phones, 
computers and video games. 

He was even found with 
a sawn-off shotgun, ammuni¬ 
tion, a silencer and 46 tear gas 
canisters. 

D Con Stopps was a trainee 
detective constable at the 
time, and she managed to 
track down the man, Ousama 
Rhanmia, from Balham, 
through a computer stolen 
from a Kingston home in 2012. 
The real owner discovered 
Rhanmia had been deleting 
shared files on the internet. 

The investigation and even¬ 
tual trial took 18 months from 
the date of the burglary in 
early 2012. 

In November last year 
Rhanmia was jailed for four- 
and-a-half years for firearms 
offences and handling stolen 
property. 

Detective Sergeant Tony 
Skinner thanked D Con 
Stopps. 

He said: “This was a pro¬ 
tracted investigation which 
uncovered thousands of 
pounds-worth of stolen prop¬ 
erty from burglaries across 
London, not to mention dead¬ 
ly weapons. It has taken 18 
months of hard work and 
thanks must go to D Con 
Nicola Stopps who oversaw 
the case from the beginning. 




Pair set to transform derelict building into cafe for autistic children 


There is an abandoned build¬ 
ing in Ewell Road, behind 
Tolworth Broadway, that 
was once the Fairmead Day 
Nursery. 

It currently sits derelict, its 
windows boarded up and its 
grounds left to grow wild and 
unkept. In 2012, Kingston 
Council decided it no longer 
had any use for it, and put the 
building on its list of dispos¬ 
able assets. 

But, when Annette 
Williams and Tracey Gag- 
giotti found out about the 
plan, they came up with a 
better idea. 

The pair founded a commu¬ 
nity interest company, Ex¬ 
press CIC, and drew up a 
petition to have the nursery 
transferred to the company 
as a community asset, with a 
plan to transform it into a 
cafe and social hub support¬ 
ing families with children 
with autism. 

The petition attracted more 
than 1,000 signatures, and 
was unanimously supported 
by councillors at a policy 
and resources meeting last 
month. 


Annette and Tracey - who 
both have children with 
autism - now have six 
months to draw up a detailed 
business plan and feasibility 
study, before applying for 
grants to get the ambitious 
project under way. 

But the pair’s plans extend 
beyond providing a place for 
parents and carers to grab a 
coffee. 

“It isn’t just a cafe,” says 
Tracey. The important thing 
is that it is used by the whole 
community. 


“We want it to be an inclu¬ 
sive environment, and that 
works both ways. 

“We want our children to 
grow up in the community, 
and for the community to 
know them and accept 
them.” 

Large social spaces such as 
cafes can be difficult for some 
people with autism, who may 
have sensitivity to certain 
noises, colours, lights or 
smells - although the reasons 
are virtually endless. 

“A lot of parents say they 


can’t go out to cafes and su¬ 
permarkets, because of their 
child’s needs,” said Annette. 

“If a child goes into melt¬ 
down, there can be a lot of 
comments from members of 
the public.” 

The Express cafe will fea¬ 
ture quiet areas and sensory 
rooms for anyone wishing to 
take themselves out of a cer¬ 
tain situation. 

Multi-functional rooms will 
also be available for anyone 
to hire out, as well as office 
space for other organisations 


to move into. 

Occupational therapists, 
art therapists and charitable 
groups have already ex¬ 
pressed an interest in moving 
in once the facility is open. 

Another key vision is to 
have autistic people help run 
the facility. 

According to the National 
Autistic Society, only 15 per 
cent of people on the autistic 
spectrum are employed. 

The new Express hub, 
therefore, would not only be a 
space for young autistic peo¬ 
ple to learn how to famil¬ 
iarise themselves with social 
situations, but eventually be¬ 
come a place of work. 

“We want to be a place 
where families can come as 
soon as they get a diagnosis, 
and realise there is support 
out there,” said Tracey. 

“The feedback has been re¬ 
ally positive. 

“Everyone is already ask¬ 
ing us when we’re going to 
open.”

ON THE DOORSTEP: Councillor declines to comment on court case 

Election candidate stays 
tight-lipped over ‘fraud’

A Kingston Council candi¬ 
date has refused to discuss 
what he is saying to voters on 
the doorstep about his prose¬ 
cution for alleged benefit 
fraud. 

Tim Dennen will appear at 
Lavender Hill Magistrates’ 
Court on May 13 - nine days 
before voters go to the polls 
on May 22. 

The independent Canbury 
ward councillor, who quit the 
Liberal Democrats before the 
allegations first came to light 
in 2012, is accused of making 
false statements and failing 
to notify Kingston Council of 
changes in his circumstances

between 2008 and 2010. 

But the legal proceedings 
have not stopped Coun Den¬ 
nen from seeking a fresh 
term at Guildhall - although 
if he wins, he may have to 


step down if found guilty. 

Coun Dennen said: “I’m a 
strong candidate for the bor¬ 
ough, and not being tied to 
any political party puts me in 
a much stronger position. 

“I don’t have to agree to 
things I don’t necessarily 
agree with just because the 
party says so. 

“I have the freedom to say 
exactly how I feel.” 

Coun Dennen said he would 
be publishing his manifesto 
“within the next seven days”, 
and told the Kingston 
Guardian it focused heavily 
on environmental issues. 

He said: “It’s really about 
people in my area being 
aware they are in a conserva¬ 
tion area, and there are cer¬ 
tain stipulations around that 
that people don’t know about. 


“Speeding cars, litter, dog 
poo - these are all issues in 
Canbury.” 

When asked about the bene¬ 
fit fraud charges, Coun Den¬ 
nen declined to comment. 

He said: “I’m getting out 
there, I’m door knocking, and 
that’s all I’m going to say.” 

Coun Dennen was first 
elected as a Liberal Democrat 
member in 2010, with 2,469 
votes - more than any other 
candidate in Canbury. 

It was announced in July 
2012 that his benefit claims 
were under investigation by 
Kingston Council, but it took 
the authority almost two 
years to decide to prosecute.

Margot Sheehy murder suspect to stand trial in Spain 


The son suspected of murder¬ 
ing Margot Sheehy in 
Kingston nearly two years ago 
will stand trial this summer in 
Barcelona for the murder of a 
woman by a cash machine. 

Sean Heiss, who was living 
in St Mark’s Hill, Surbiton, is 
alleged to have stabbed the 
woman, aged between 30 and 
35, in the Spanish city in Octo¬ 
ber 2012 after going on the run 
from British police. 

He will be tried by a jury 
of 11 people on Friday, June 
13, according to the Tribunal 


Superior de la Justicia in 
Catalonia. 

A week before the trial, a 
public prosecutor will publish 
details of the charge and his 
case against Mr Heiss, along 
with the prison sentence he 
will seek if a guilty verdict is 
returned. 

Police had issued a Euro¬ 
pean arrest warrant for Mr 
Heiss after his mother was 
found dead in her ground 
floor Springfield Road flat 
in October 2012 after being 
asphyxiated. 


British police thought they 
had caught him and had 
begun the extradition 
process when he was arrested 
by Spanish police in 
San Sebastian 10 days later, 
after allegations he threatened 
a woman with a knife, but he 
was allowed to walk away in 
an apparent police blunder. 

According to Spanish news¬ 
papers El Periodico and El 
Pais, Mr Heiss was homeless 
and sleeping rough in 
Barcelona when he was finally 
arrested in October.

Family backs safety 
calls after A3 crash

The family of a dental surgeon 
who died after his motorbike hit 
an ambulance parked on the fast 
lane of the A3 have welcomed a 
coroner’s calls for action. 

Dr Rajesh Parkash, 43, died 
after slamming into the back of a 
London Ambulance, which had 
got lost trying to reach a suicide 
before eventually parking on the 
A3 at Claygate, on March 14 last 
year, without its flashing lights 
turned on. 

The crew was originally sent to 
the Hook roundabout above the 
A3. 

When they found the 
Clayton Road bridge over the A3 
near Claygate they wanted to 
climb down the embankment, 
but were told not to, the inquest 
heard. 

They then had to find another, 
longer route, to the A3. 

By the time they reached the 
right place, cancer sufferer 
Brian Self, 77, of Plough Road, 
Epsom, had jumped from 
the bridge on to the northbound 
carriageway.

Dr Parkash’s wife had died of 
swine flu four years ago leaving 
him alone with two children, 
now aged five and seven. 

His brother-in-law Naval Mair 
said: “Our family has been left 
utterly heartbroken by the 
incident and we have desperately 
been awaiting answers from the 
authorities involved so that we 
could finally know what 
happened.” 


He said he hoped improve¬ 
ments were made after his broth- 
er-in-law’s death. 

Driver Thomas Baverstock, an 
apprentice paramedic, was 
called back to the inquest last 
week to explain why he had 
given two conflicting accounts of 
the run-up to the fatal 
crash. 

Asked why he had first said he 
had been weaving in and out of 
slow moving traffic and felt it 
was safe to stop, he said: “I 
shouldn’t have done this account 
and given myself [time] to calm 
down.” 

Coroner Richard Travers 
called on London Ambulance 
Service and the Association of 
Ambulance Chief Executives to 
ensure safety guidelines for at¬ 
tending and driving on carriage¬ 
ways was clear, and make sure 
training was given to staff. 

He also called for improved 
communication between the 
London Ambulance Service and 
surrounding services after hear¬ 
ing Kevin Brown, deputy direc¬ 
tor of operations for London, 
admit neighbouring South East 
Coast used different systems. 

The coroner recorded a narra¬ 
tive verdict. 


New name

Headteacher-to-be 
Sophie Cavanagh 
said: “I am delighted 
with the chosen 
name of our school, 
the Kingston Acade¬ 
my. We know it will 
be a popular choice 
as it is a name of 
distinction that cap¬ 
tures our commit¬ 
ment to delivering 
excellence for our 
community.” 

The school will be 
a co-educational, 
non-selective and 
non-faith school 
with six forms of 
entry for 11-18-year- 
olds when it opens 
in September 2015. 

Kenneth Dunstan, 
who suggested the 
winning name, said 
he was pleased with 
the result.

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PEDESTRIAN ZONE: Proposals for a paved plaza are ‘nonsensical’ 

Station forecourt plans a 
recipe for absolute chaos 


I must agree with Mr Wheatley 
(Plans for pedestrian zone are 
absolute nonsense, April 24) 
that the council’s plan to turn the 
forecourt outside Surbiton 
station into a paved “plaza” is 
nonsensical. 

The reason for the forecourt is 
so that travellers can arrive and 
depart on foot, by private car or 
by taxi as well as by bicycle.

Last week Neil Sitch told us how, 
when driving from Carshalton to 
see his son play football at the 
LSE sports ground, he was fined 
£65 for mistakenly turning left off 
the Malden Road (Sort out traffic 
measures and stop fleecing 
drivers, May 1). 

A look at the AA route planner 
and Google maps shows how the 
mistake was made. Indeed, a 
driver venturing into Kingston 
chances, often unwittingly, com¬ 
mitting one of at least 55 differ¬ 
ent civil “contraventions” and 
being watched and recorded by a 
least 15 bus lane cameras and 
three roving CCTV cars. 

Mr Sitch had his “only human” 
representations to the council re¬ 
jected and wants Kingston to “get 
its act together, remove unneces¬ 
sary traffic restrictions and stop 
fleecing... the motorist”. 

Such a change seems remote. 
The reality is that Kingston’s 
income from parking “offences”, 
bus lanes and since last 
September “moving traffic” civil 


will be penalised. 

Similarly, rail replacement 
buses, not infrequently needed 
because of railway maintenance 
works, will also be banished. 

The south bank side of the sta¬ 
tion is an impractical alternative 
vehicular access because there is 
no passenger lift serving that 
side. 

The access road that will have to 
be created to bring taxis along the 
rear of the shops in Victoria Road 
to a rank along the side of the 
Surbiton Flyer pub will require 
the loss of several mature trees 


contraventions is a hugely prof¬ 
itable, legally enforced business. 

An unexpected and intimidat¬ 
ing penalty charge notice pop¬

£130. Plus it removes the 
uncertainty, effort and time 
needed to research and submit 
an appeal. 

Even if someone appeals and 
wins, as I did in respect of the 
yellow box junction outside 
Wilkinson (which the council 
persists in describing as in 
Wheatfield Way, when it is actu¬ 
ally in Clarence Street), it costs 
Kingston virtually nothing. 

There are, in my opinion, dis¬ 
graceful cases of drivers being 
delayed for two or three seconds 
in the Clarence Street box and 
Kingston Council enforcing the 
£130 fine. 

In fact, the council has nothing 
to gain from changing its regime 
and everything to gain from 
more restrictions and particular¬ 
ly the imposition of more 


behind the 99p Store and only be 
wide enough for a single line of 
traffic, meaning that access for a 
private car delivering an elderly 
person with heavy luggage will be 
caught up in a queue of cabs wait¬ 
ing to be hired. 

The addition of extra secure 
cycle racks in this vicinity has al¬ 
ready narrowed the road space to 
an absolute minimum.

FIGHTING COCKS 


ne night 10 years 
ago, Nuno Silva was 
in his hotel room 
while touring and could 
not sleep, writes Ross 
Logan. 

He says: “I turned on the 
television and I saw this 
woman singing fado on 
Jools Holland. It was 
beautiful. 

“Her voice was so power¬ 
ful and her movement was 
very expressive.” 

That performance was 
the catalyst for Silva’s new 
show, A Darker Shade of 
Fado, which comes to the 
Rose Theatre this month. 

Fado, meaning fate, is a 
traditional type of song 
from Silva’s native 
Portugal. 

It first appeared in the 
1830s, from the port dis¬ 
tricts of Lisbon, although 
how it originated is still 
something of a mystery. 

Silva says: “Some people 
say it came from Brazil at 
the time of discovery, some 
say it came from the 
Arabs, others say 
France. 

“I think all 
those tradi¬ 
tional influ¬ 
ences are 
there. 

“But unlike 
flamenco or 
tango, which 
has the music, 
the singing and 
the dance, Fado had 
the music, but no dance. 

“I wanted to take fado for¬ 
ward, so it has singing and 
also dance. 

“Sol will be singing fado 
and dancing fado, which 
nobody has done before.”

Another influence in a 
Darker Shade of Fado is 
the work of Portuguese 
poet Fernado Pessoa, cre¬ 
ator of the heteronym. 

Unlike a standard non-de¬ 
plume, a heteronym is a 
character the writer them¬ 
selves inhabits, allowing 
them to create their own 
writing styles, biographies 
and influences. 

Silva says: “Pessoa had a 
love interest, but he could¬ 
n’t quite speak to her, so he 
created heteronyms to ex¬ 
press it. 

“This story is similar in a 
way.” 

A Darker Shade of Fado 
is, in essence, a mystical 
love story about a skilled 
craftsman who makes mu¬ 
sical instruments, who 
falls in love with a girl who 
asks him to mend her 
guitar. 

The touring show comes 
to the Rose Theatre for one 
night only on May 18 - and 
there’s another reason why 
audiences should not 
miss out. 

Silva says: 

We’ve had a 
really great 
response 
from the 
audiences. 
“We’ve also 
got the sup¬ 
port of a Por¬ 
tuguese shop 
called Delicias. 
“They have 
been coming 

with us to most venues and 
they give out free samples 
of Portuguese wine and 
food during the show - and 
I believe they are coming 
with us to Kingston.”

Striker Ryan Moss is hoping 
Ks can take a leaf out of 
Ryman Premier League ri¬ 
vals Wealdstone’s book and 
get promoted as champions 
next season. 

Ks lost 1-0 to AFC 
Hornchurch to miss out on 
promotion via the play-offs 
for a second time under boss 
Alan Dowson. 

Wealdstone ran away with 
the league title this season 
after a succession of promo¬ 
tion set backs and Moss 
wants Kingstonian to do the 
same next time round. 

“The first thought is you 
have to go again, keep the 
boys together and make a 
good attempt at it,” he said. 

“It is hugely disappointing. 
Everything that has hap¬ 
pened this season does not 
count for anything now. 

“We’re out and we have got 
to come back in this league 
again next year. 

“Other teams like Weald¬ 
stone have lost in the play¬ 
offs before and then gone up 
as champions. Hopefully, we 
can do the same next year.” 

Moss and Andre McCollin, 
who have scored more than 
50 goals between them this 
term, fired blanks last 
Wednesday, with the latter 
eventually limping off with a 
groin strain. 

And his strike partner feels 
Ks need to find more goals 


from elsewhere on the pitch 
to reach the promised land 
of the Skrill South. 

“Andre and I have scored 
70 per cent of the goals,” 
Moss added. 

“Sometimes you need 
someone else to pop up and 
score the goals in tight 
games. At least we made it 
to the play-offs. We’ll just 
have to try again.” 

Boss Alan Dowson reckons 
keeping his squad together 
will be key to a Ryman Pre¬ 
mier title challenge next sea¬ 
son - if he remains at 
Kingsmeadow. 

The manager, who still 
loves the concept of the play¬ 
offs despite having seen his 
side miss promotion twice 
via the end of season lottery, 
will spend a fortnight con¬ 
templating his future. 

But he admitted the future 
of his players was probably 
more important in terms of 
launching a title tilt. 

“I’m used to knock backs, 
but the players have been 
outstanding this season and 
they did not deserve that,” 
said the manager, who is still 
under contract next season. 

“It is gutting for everybody. 
Sweeney going off was cru¬ 
cial because he has been 
outstanding for us. 

“We have battered them.
